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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment A, received 31 July 2008, is acknowledged and entered into the 
record. Amended claims 1 , 3 - 10 are presented for examination; claim 2 is cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3 - 10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Warburton et al. (US Patent 5,873,054) discloses a high speed, digitally based signal 
processing system for an X-ray spectrometer, in which two parallel processing channels 
process incoming pulses for energy content and amplitude peak values. The system 
detects pulse pileups, and will allow pulses to be binned based on their time related 
values or amplitudes. 

Westphal (US Patent 4,476,384) discloses a method and system for determining a 
spectrum of radiation characteristics with counting loss compensation, in which a pulse 
height analyzer output is corrected for counting losses by establishing a gating interval. 
Test pulses are counted during a gating interval, and their number is used to establish a 
weighting factor used to correct the digitized amplitude of each detected pulse. 
Warburton et al. (US Patent 6,590,957 B1) discloses a method and apparatus for 
producing spectra corrected for deadtime losses in spectroscopy systems operating 
under variable input rate conditions, in which a two channel system is used, and 
correction techniques are used to produce an estimate (<C>) of the average ratio of the 
number of input pulses detected in the fast channel per non-piled-up pulse. For each 
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non-piled-up pulse, the value of the estimate <C> is added to the corrected output 
spectrum in the bin dictated by the captured energy value. 

Arya et al. (US patent 4,229,654) discloses a method of determining fissile content of 
nuclear fuel elements in which fissile content in a nuclear fuel element is detected by 
capturing, counting and analyzing gamma ray emissions from both U235 and U238. 
Gamma ray emissions due to U238 daughter products are used to correct the counts 
from U235 gamma ray emissions, and the corrected count is converted to an indication 
of the enrichment level in the nuclear fuel. 

However, as to claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach or suggest, singly or in combination, a 
spectrometry diagnostic electronic circuit comprising digital data detection means 
corresponding to detected pulses and amplitude measurement means to associate a 
measured amplitude with a detected pulse, including 

Calibration means include a histogram memory to sort digital data corresponding 
to the detected pulses that were not rejected by the pulse rejection means by 
calibration energy range when the detected pulses originate from a standard 
source 

in combination with the other elements of claim 1 . 

Dependent claims 3-10, definite and enabled by the specification, are also allowed 
due to their dependence on independent claim 1 .
